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No President Elected by Negro Votes, 


; The following remarks on the shove sub- 
ject, form the conclusion of the speech of 
Thomas J. Henly, delivered before the Sen- 
atori) caucus at Sacramento, California: 


But, gentlemen, what I wish mere parti- 
culurly to allude to, is this: ‘here is a 
echeme of malice, malignity and fiendishness 
on foot now among the Radicals, which has 
no parallel in the history of civilized nations, 

There was a time when they expected to 
retain their power by the votes of the North- 
em States, but the recent clégtions which, 
commencing in California, have swept over 
the land like a tornado, seattoring like chaff 
hefore the wind their theories of equality of 
races, und the miscegenation of blood, and 
soviding a thrill of joy ind hope to the heart 
of every trae man from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and fiom Maine to Louisiana, causing 
the patriots of every section to lift their eyes 
in thankfulness to God, that the star of hope 
has appeared in the Last, and that the light 
of truth and reasun again shine resplendent 
in the heavens, dispelling and driving into 
the caverns of daikness the idiotie and fanati- 
cal idea of the fitness of the negro for the so- 
ciety of the white race, baye forced a change 
in Mongrel policy. ` 

Despairing, as the Radicals now do, of the 
success of thei schemes of outrage and in- 
famy by the votes of wlëte men, their pro- 
gramme is to hasten their plan of what they 
call reconstruction in the States, forin new 
constitutions under nulitary rule, drive from 
the polls, at the point of the bayonet, the 
white voters, and by the same means force up 
to the ballot box the ignorant plantation ne- 

groes of the South, with ballots in their 
hands, placed there by fanatical miscreants 
from the North, whose very presence is a 
curse and a bhght wherever they appear. 
With the votes of the negroes thus cast, it is 
intended to control seventy electoral votes, 
which added to those they expect to carry in 
the Northern and Western States, it 1s ex- 
pected will make a majority of the Electoral 
Gallege, They lave no hope bet in the ne- 
gro; no expectation that white men will ever 
sustain them cause again; and it is by this 
s heme of unparallelled outrage and vilhainy 
that they prepose to carry the Presidential 
election and thus maintain their much abused 
power. Then this state of things will be 
presented: The Demoeratic candidate will 
receive a majority of the States that have 
never been in reboHion, and that have voted 
in conformity with the provisions of their | 
own conettutions and of the constitution of 
the United States. The Radicals will clam 
the election of their candidate by virtue of 
the receipt of seventy electoral votes chosen 
by the negroes of rebellious States, the whites 
hasing been forcibly prevented from partici- 
pating 1p the election. 

A new question now arises, and one of the 
gravest importance of any ever presented to 
the Amorican people There is no precedent 
to gude us: there are no courts of justice to 
determine it; there is no tribunal of compe- 
tent jurslichon. save the giand inquest of 
the people The Constitution has been viola- 
ted, the principles and purposes of our gov- 
ernment have been overturned; a class of 
voters has been introduced unknown to cur 
Constitutions or laws—ignorant, brutal, in- 
competent and hostile to us as a race, anda 
President 15 about to be placed over us by 
their votes. 

You scem to ask what, in such an emegency, 
is to be done? Tanswer, eaphelitly and firm- 
ly, I would maugmate the man elected by 
the votes of the white men uf the nation, cast 
im accordance with the provisions of the Con- 
stitution; and T would resist and prevent, at 
all huzardsand at whatever cost, the accession 
to power of the pie-bald cendidate, chosen by 
the votes of the brindled faction of Mongrels 
You scem to ask again, how 13 this to be 
done? Lanswer, by the ommpotent” power 
of the people in enforcing that great Demo- 
cratic idea, that “this is a white man’s gov- 
ernment, made by white men for white men, 
and shall so remain forever.” When it is an- 
nounced to the nation that the Democratic 
candidate has been elected by a majority of 
the white voters, and that they are about to 
be deprived of their choice, and a man placed 
over them, mad with the wildest and silliest 
fanaticism that has ever disgraced the human 
race in any age of the world, you touch a 
chord that vibrates in every honest bosom. 
And when they are told that the presence of 
the people, in their majesty and strength, is 
required at the Capital of the Nation to in- 
auguiate and place in power the mah of their 
choice, you kindle anew in the great American 
heart the patriotic fires of the Revolution, 
which now he smouldering under the ashes 
of political insanity ; and young and old will 
emulate each other in the alacrity with which 
they will respond to the call.

On the 4th 
day of March, 1869, they will assemble in 
front of the Great American Capitol, 1f need 
be, hundreds of thousands—yes, in numbers 
like the leaves of the forest when summer 
is green, to Rev and, if necessary, enforce the 
inauguration of a President chosen by the 
white people of this nation to rule over it, 
and save it from the madness of Radical dom- 
ination. And thus assembled, in such à cause, 
and for so sacred a purpose, will they fail? 
No; it wore sacrilege to utter that word; for 
as certain as the sun performs his diurnal 
task and sends forth, the light which dispels 
darkness, will they on that ‘day, with the 
nerve of Jackson, place in the chair of Wash- 
ington a man of their choice, as it shall. have 
been spoken on the previous November.

Tue Mysrery or THE Nite Reveatep.—tit 
would at first sight appear that the discovery 
of the lake sources of the Nile had compicte- 
ly solved the mystery of ages, and that the 
fertility of Egypt depended upon the rain- 
fall of the equator concentrated in the Lakes 
Victoria and Albert, but the exploration of, 
the Nile tributaries of Abyssinia divides the 
Nile system into two proportions, and unrav- 
els the entire mystery of the river, by assign- 
ing to each its due share in ministering to 
the prosperity of Egypt. The lake sources 
of Centra Africa support the ‘life of Egypt, 
by supplying a stream, throughout all seasons, 
that has sufficient volume to support the ex- 
laustion of evaporation and absorption ; but 
this stream, if unaided, could never overflow 
its banks, and Egypt, thus deprived of the 
annual inundation would simply exist, and 
cultivation would be confined to the close 
vicinity ef the river. The inundation which, 
by its annual deposit of mud has actually 
created the Delta of Lower Egypt, upon the 
overflow of which the fertility of Egypt de- 
pends, has an origin entirely separate from 
the lake sources of Central Africa, and the 
supply of water 1s derived exclusively from 
Abyssinia. 

The two grand affluents of Abyssinia are 
the Blue Nile and the Atbara, which join the | 
main stream respectively in north latitude 15 
Qeg. 30 mın., and 17 deg. 37 min, These riv- 
ers, although streams of ecatreme grandeur 
during the perivd of the Abyssinian rains, 
from the middle of June until September? 
are reduced during the dry months to utte 
insignificance; the Blue Nile hecoming so 
shallow as to be unnayigable, and the Atbara 
perfectly dry, At that time, the water sup- 
ply of Abyssinia having ceased, Egypt de- 
pends solely upon the equatorial lakes and 
the affluents of the White Nile until the runy 
season shall have flooded the two great Abys- 
sinian arteries. That flood occurs suddenly 


| about the 20th of June, and the grand rush 


of water pouring down the Blue Nile and the 
Atbara into the parent channel inundates 
Lower Egypt, and 1s the cause of its extreme 
fertility Not only isthe inundation the ef- 
fect of the Abyzsima rains, but the deposit of 
mad that has formed the Delta, and w hich is 
annually precipitated by the rising waters, is | 
also due to the Abyssinian streams, more es- 

pecially to the river Atbara, whch known as 
the Baby cl Abwat (Black t1ye1) carries a 
larger propoition uf sgil than any other trib 

utary of the Nile; Therefore, to the Atbara, 
above all other rivers, must the wealth and 
fertihty of Egypt be attributed. It may 
thus be stated: the cquiterial lakes feed 
Egypt, but tho Abyssinian rivers cause the 
inundation.

there is one pound of water to four pounds 
of chalk. The air we breathe «contains five 
grains of water {to each cubic fuot of bulk 
The potatoes and turnips which are boiled for 
our dinner have, in their iaw state, the one 
seventy-five per cent. and the othef ninety 
per cent. of water, If anan weighing ten 
stone were squeezed in a liydraulic-pross, sev- 
en and a half stone of water would run out, 
and only twoan'la half of dry residue remain. 
A man is, chemically speaking, forty-five 
pounds of carbon and nitrogen, diffused 
through five and a half pailfulsof water. In 
plants we find water thus mingling no less 
wonderfully. A sunflower evaporates one 
and a quarter pints of water a day, and a 
cabbage about the sime quantity, A wheat 
plant exbales, in 175 days, shout 100,060 
grains of water. An acre of growing wheat, 
on this calealation, draws and passes out ten 
tonsof water per day. The sap of the plant 
is the medium through which the massof fluid 
is conveyed. It forms a delieate pump, up 
whieh it flows with the rapidity of a swift 
streain, By the action of the sap various 
proportions may be assimulated to the grow- 
ing plant. Timber in France is, for instance, 
dyed by various colors being mixod with wa- 
ter, and sprinkled over the,roots of the trees. 
Dahlias are also colored by a similar process.

The “Jeeches,” as one of our correspondents 
termed the Internal Reyenue Officers, are on 
the rampage again. We have noticed :the 
Assistant Assessorof this Division going his 
rounds, calling on each individual to show 
his hand and hold himself ready to pay five. 
per cent. on all his accumulations during the 
year 1867, over the sum of $1,000 valuation, 
in currency, for the privilege of continuing to 
carry on the business by which he makes his 
money. 

It-occurred to us, the other day, to consider 
the tax on some articles eaten by our well-to- 

‘do subscribers in the Territory, in their va- 
rious stages of progress from the time of pro- 
duction until they reach us here. For in- 
stance, canned oysters: The maker of the 
cans pays a tax, as manufacturer, the party 
putting up the oysters stamps each can, and 
also pays tax as a wholesale dealer, the ship- 
per pays the same tax, the owners of the ves- 
sel in which they are shipped to San Fran- 
cisco pays tonnage tax on the vessel, the 
wholesale dealer in San Francisco pays his 
dealers’ tax, the vessel bringing them to the 
mouth of the Colorado pays tonnage tax, so 
does the steamboat taking them up the river, 
the forwarding merchants pay their taxes, the 
freighter who brings the goods into the inte- 
rior pays common carriers’ tax, the dealer 
here pays his tax as retail dealer, and each of 
these parties pays five per cent. on his in- 
come, derived from profits of his sales on the 
same, and, lastly, the consutner pays all these 
taxes in one, when he buys the can and its 
contents for $1.60, Here are twelve taxes on 
one article, and we are by no means sure of 
having enumerated them all. All these taxes, 
probably, do not amount to more than twelve 
cents on a can, and thosa who cannot afford 
to pay it should not eat oysters. 

Our taxes are heavy, and those who are 
hoping that we may have war with England, 
over the Alabama claims, either dg not con- 
sider the enormous addition such a war would 
make to our national debt, or do not care 
what becomes of the country. Peace, peace, 
for the next twenty-five years, is what the 
people want, and we should instruct our Del- 
egate in Congress, who must have some spare 
time on his hands, to use all his endeavors to 
attain that end, 


Encovgacine News.—Through the kind- 
ness of s friend of this place we are permit- 
ted to make the following extracts from a 
letter dated at Washington City, January 19, 
1868, which shows that Arizona is not quite 
dead to,the outside world, 

: “At an interview with Gen. Ord, in that 
tity, in regard to the Indian difficulties in 
this Territory, the writer learned from the 
General that he purposed visiting Arizona at 
as early a day as possible after reaching Cali- 
fornia, and relieving Gen. McDowell, He 
(Ord) says, they may talk about peace com- 
missions; but he thinks the only way to 
make peace with the Apaches is to kill them 
all off—and the sooner the better. He also 
purposes, after getting on the ground, re- 
porting the necessity of putting on mail ser- 
vice between Prescott and Albuquerque, 
New Mexico.” 

The letter also states that Major-Gen. E. 
W. Rice, formerly of Oskaloosa, Iowa, one of 
Gen. Ord's subordinate officers during the 
war, and now in the banking business at 
Junction City, Kansas, and interested in the 
‘Union Pacific Railway, E. D., and Attorney 
and Counselor for the Company, intends 
traveling through Arizona the coming sum- 
bier, Also Hon, Wm. M. Loughridge, mem- 
ber of Congress from Towa, would like to 
visit Arizona during the summer, and thinks 
„he will, ‘ 

Several gentlemen of the mining and claim 

circle of Colorado, who have their business

Editor Arizona Miner:—Whilo we are dis- 
cussing the necessity of selecting a good and 
true man to represent us ns pur Delegate in 
Congréss, let us not overlook the great im- 
portance of electing, this year, a first-class 
Legislature, We alknow how most of our 
former Legislatures have béen tampered with 
and controlled by those high in authority 
over us. We all know bow the Territory 
has been involved in debt to pay certain in- 
dividuals holding offices created for their es- 
pecial benefit. We all know that the offices 
of Attorney-General and Adjutant-General 
for this Territory were sinecures, We all 
know that the pay allowed other officers by 
that celebrated, or, rather, notorious, Board 
of Territorial Auditors, composed of the Gov- 
ernor, Secietary, and Attorney-General, was 
outrageous in a Territory where there wore 
so few tax-payers, and so little work for 
them to do. We all know that most of the 
claims against the Territory were held by 
Territorial officials, and that three of these 
officials passed upon and allowed their own 
accounts! All of which was contrary to law 
and custom throughout the States and Terri- 
tories of this great “nation.” The foregoing 
are facts that cannot be disputed, 

The Third Legislature made a step towards 
reform in reducing the salaries of certain of- 
ficers, and in abolishing that Board of Terri- 
torial Auditors and the office of Attorney- 
General, Even this much was accomplished 
under protest, and a threat of the veto ifa 
certain bill was made to take effect before a 
certain day. The fourth Legislature went a 
little farther and stopped the pay of Attorney; 
General Bashford. Early in the session, the 
House appointed a select committee to inves- 
tigate and report upon the financial aftairs of 
the Territory, The committee, after thorough 
investigation, reported to the House the total 
indebtedness of the Territory and how the 
same accrued, and recommended that the 
said indebtedness be funded,save and except 
that certain bonds and warrants, amounting 
to more than six thousand dollars, issued to 
Coles Bashford for services as Attorney-Gen- 
eral, be Jeft out. The report was unanimously 
adopted, and the Committee on Finance in- 
structed, by a unanimous vote of the House, 
to report a bill funding the indebtedness of 
the Territory, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the select committee. Then 
commenced the labors of a certain individual 
who lived, at that tiñe, across Granite creek, 
in a big log house. He was seen here and 
there, button-holing this member and that, 
and then all hands, except a few, are invited 
to our house, to eat a can or two of oysters, 
and try a little of ovr No. 1 “eye opener.” 
Meantime, the committee was at work; the 
bill was progressing. But, during this time, 
the opponents of the bill (and they were the 
holders of exempt bonds and warrants) were 
notidle. The cry of repudiation was raised 
The honor of the Territory was at stake— 
those arguments and sundry others of like 
character were current on the streets. At 
length the committee reported—-and then was 
discovered the effects of ‘our No. 1 eye opener.’ 
For the bill passed by only a small majority. 

By this act of legislation more than six 
thousand dollars in gold have been saved to 
the Territory. And now let us see that nono 
but true men are clected to the Legislature— 
men who will have the grit to think and act 
for themselves and the people they represent. 
Unless we do this, a law funding the Bashford 
bonds and warrants will be passed and the 
people be forced to pay an unjust and legal 
debt of more than six thousand dollars. “A 
word to the wise is sufficient.” Viorn. 


DEATH OF a Proneer.—It becomes our sad 
duty, once more, to record the death of one 
of our most gifted citizens, John P. Bourke, 
who departed this life on the morning of the 
sixth instant, after an illness of several weeks’ 
duration, during which time he suffered much 
pain, and bore it with Christian fortitude un- 
til Death came to his relief, and his spirit 
took its departure for its last resting place in 
the blessed land beyond thé tomb. 

The subject of this notice was born in Ire- 
land, and was brought to the United States 
when a child. Until he became of age, he 
resided with his people in the State of Maine. 
From Maine he removed to New York City, 
and resided there until 1849, when he emi- 
grated to California, He came to Arizona in 
the fall of °63, and- has resided here since. 
For two years, he filled the position of Sheriff 
of this county with credit to himself and the 
county. At the recent election, his fellow- 
citizens elected him Recorder of the county, 
which position he filled with ability until 
sickness prostrated him. We were intimately 
acquainted with the deceased, and shall ever 
respect his memory for his noble, generous 
and manly tfaits of character. His intellect 
was of the highest order, and in all the walks 
of life, he was an ornament to society. We 
sincerely sympathize with his bereaved wife 
and family, and pray that a just God may 
comfort them in their affliction:

charge of Johnny O'Donnell, who was accom~ 
panied by sn escort of soldiers. The latest 
dates received by it wore to. the 12th ult. 

Most of the papers were old and stale. They 

were, no doubt, kept back by the flood. From 

some of the latest of them, welearn that l he 

stage road frum Los Angeles to San Francisco 

was being repaired as fast as possible, and 

that the stages would soon be able to make 

regular trips on time, Ben, C, Truman, spe- 
cia) postal agent for this coast lad arrived at 
Los Angeles, and told the people that mat- 
ters would soon be all right. A large quan- 
tity of mail matter for the southern part of 
this Territory was lying in the Los Angeles 
post office, and Postmaster Clarke had tele- 
graphed to Washington for instructions con- 
cerning it. Itis to be hoped that the De- 
partment will cause service to be resumed at 
as early a day as possible upon the important 
route between San Bernardino, California, 
and ‘Tucson, in this Territory, vie Arizona 
City. 

In regard to the removal of mail service 
from the Hardyville route to the La Paz 
route, we find the following in the San Ber- 
nardino Guardian, of February 22d: 


“Mr, Cluggage is ready to make the change of 
his line from Hardyville to the La Paz route, 
jist as soon ns he shall receive an order from the 
Department to do so. He has lost over fifty head 
of mules on his present line, which were stolen 
by Indians duting the past ten months. He had 
also, two of his men killed, at the stations. Re- 
cently, however, everything has been going well 
on the Mohave road, and all is quiet in the Soda 
Lake country.” 


It is a long time since a mail has arrived 
here from South of the Gila, and as service 
on the route was ordered to be stopped this 
month, we need not look for the arrival of 
any more mails from that quarter, unless the 
contractor should feel disposed to forward the 
matter that has been accumulating at some 
point south of the Gila, since the recent rise 
in the rivers. When Mr Brown, the mail 
rider between Prescott and Maricopa Wells, 
was here last, he said that if it were possible 
to cross Salt river, he would return again 
with the mail. It is of the utmost import- 
ance to the citizens of the Territory, as well 
as the military, that service between both 
sections of the Yerritory—-North and South 
of the Gila—should“be kept up, and as we 
have no one to attend to our wants at the 
Capital of the Republic, we call the atten- 
tion of the California delegation in Congress 
to the matter. 


IMMIGRATION TO THE PaciFic Coast.— 
Representative Axtell, of California, in a re- 
cent lecter, is jubilant over the prospect now 
presented in the East for a large immigration 
to the Pacific States and Territories. Of 
course he is of the opinion that the stream 
will stop flowing when it reaches his State, 
California, but we are of opinion that thou- 
sands of the people who will come to this 
coast to seek homes and fortunes will find 
their way to Arizona, and engage in the cul- 
tivation of its rich soil, the working of mines, 
etc. Had we a representative in Congress 
who would labor as earnestly to make known 
the resources of this Territory, and the in- 
duccments offered by nature to immigrants, 
ashas Mr. Axtell those of California, much 
good might be accomplished for the Territory 
in the Mast, but let them once come ty this 
coast, and then it is certain that we will get 
our share of them. Our people should be up 
and doing. They should by letters and news- 
papers post their friends and acquaintances 
on the other side of the Rocky mountains. 
No new country was ever built up quickly, 
without some effort on the part of its citizens, 
and it is high time for us to try and induce 
people to come and settle among us. It is a 
duty we owe ourselves and our countrymen 
who are overcrowded in the East, and who 
have their eyes strained in this direction, to 
make known to them the advantages and ca- 
pabilities possessed by Arizona for supporting 
a large population. Let us circulate the doc- 
uments, and send some man to Washington 
City, who will, instead of lounging around 
the departments, exert himself in behalf of 
the Territory and its people. Mr. Axtell 
says: 

“You may all stand from under. The people 
are coming out to see you when the roads are 
finished, you will want two more Jines—the 
Northern and Southorn—and you will bave them; 
and they will be fall of business; and in less than 
twenty years San Franciste will probably con- 
tain a population of 500,000. People here are 
more ¢xciféd and jnterected over your wheat 
than they were over your gold. They were not 
a mining people, and feared to experiment. 
They thought the gold would goon be dag out. 
‘But they can understand wheat, I was through 
the West, among my old dcquaintances, and I 
could feel the population moving toward the Pa- 
cife States. Now, as the “good women say, 
“Mark my words.” Population of the right sort, 
carrying with it sufficient to set itself to work, 
not sceking situations, will set in upon you with- 
in three years in such numbers as never before 
flooded any portion of the United States. I have 


talked with the people Ihave occasionally leo- 


tured in Western v ages, on California, and I 
know whereof I speak.” 


Frank Moorr,’ who left his ranch near 
Prescott nearly two months ago, without, so 
far as we could learn, apprising his friends 
and acquaintances of his intention to do so, 
has, we learn from a person in this place who 
recently received a letter from him, turned 
up in Salem, Oregon. It was thought here, 
at one time, that he had been murdered by 
the Indians, aud-we believe, search was made 
around his place for his cold corpus, but of 
course it was not found:

Tur Casron Bean—lis Coursvarstoxn— 
A writer in the Los Angeles News advises the 
farmers of Southern California to engage in 
the cultivation of the Castor Bean, and as 
there are large tracts of land in this Territory 
favorable to its production, we herewith ap- 
pend his remarks upon its cultivation, etc.. 

“In the cultivation of the castor bean care 
should be taken not to plant too carly , the first 
of March is early enough. The beans should be 
planted five feet apartone way by three the other, 
and cart ways should be left at the most conve- 
nient distances. Alter laying off the ground if 
the seed is coveted with a harrow, the ground 
will be left ina good condition One or two 
Irrigations will be sufficient to make a good crop. 
and I think a very fair crop can be produced 
without any water hy proper cultivation We 
have one variety of the bean whieh can be pro 
duced to great advantage and profit, it being 
mudo to answer as live fencing I mean the 
large red bean, This bean is very rich with oil, 
and will always command the highest price in the 


San Francisco market.”

LOCAL NEWS. 


Asmat train of wagons belonging to Messrs, 
Stevens and Chenowth arrived here from Date 
crook Sunday last, with goods for Ravena and 
Dashford. Mr. Bashford recolved severa] kegs of 

aod batter, which was badly needed here, as 
our merchants were entirely out of the article. 
Hope it will not be long before our farmers will 
make enough butter to supply the home demand, 
They can do it, if they but try, and we believe 
would have done it long ago were it not for the 
industry displayed by the Apaches in confiscat- 
ing cows. 

Brain & Erorr, slanted Tyesday morning, for 
Bowers & Giles’ ranch, on Granite creek, for the 
purpose of erecting a dwelling house and out 
houses A great deal of lumber has been taken 
down there. Bowers and Giles will plant some 
300 or 400 acres of corn. 


Tun carpenters lately employed at Camp 
Whipple have all been discharged, on account, 


wo believe, of there being no lumber on hand at 
the Camp or at the saw mill. Curtis & Noyes, 
the owners of the saw mill, have found it impos- 
sible to keep a supply of logs on hand this win- 
ter, owing to the muddy condition of the roads, 
caused by the immense quantities of rain and 
gow that have fallen in this vicinity. They let 
a contract early in the winter for the hauling of 
saw-logs, but the contractors have been unable 
to deliver tben. 

A. G, Deny, who owns a ranch on the out-skirts 
of town, planted, In December last, a few acres 
of wheat, for the purpose of seeing how it would 
do, on high land, and he assured us, the other 
day, thatit is now several inches above the ground 
and looks beautiful and thrifty, He bas broken 
up about twenty acres, and intends breaking 
about ten acres more, all of which he will plant 
with corn and Hungarian grass secd. Mr. Dunn 
has about sixty head of cows and horses now on 
his place, and the Apaches come around ocea- 
sionally to nee what their chances are for stealing 
them. They have tried to get the cattle ont of 
the conal repeatedly, but five savage dogs, which 
he keeps to wateh them, have deterred them, po 
far, from trying their luck. 

Postwastri Meacuaw is extending his domain į 
on the hill-side on Cortez street, back of the post 
office, and is building a substantial fence around 
all the lots ploughed by him Last) ear. he raised 
an excellent erop of corn and vegetables upon 
a part of this land, and he will, no doubt, do bet- 
ter this year. 


Five wagons, loaded with hay arrived in town 
from Williameon’s valley, during the week. 
They were out in tbe snow-storm of Saturday 
and Sunday last, and bad rather a rough time of 
it 

Lun Coie is monarch of all he surveys out at 
the Sterling, walting for some “damphool” to 
come along and try his luck in the sulphuret 
business. Bill is as patient as a Sonora donkey, 
and as full of hope as a Sweet-water maniac. 
“Processes” may fail, quartz operators may cave 
and fill creeks and gulches with quicksilver, but 
Bali stil! holds to the faith that is in him, and 
swears by the beard of the prophet that “some- 
thing must turn up soon.” We think so, too, Wil- 
liam. 

G H Vicknoy arrived m Prescott Monday 
morning last, hom San Francesco. which place 
be left on the 19th ult, thus mahing the trip in 


about twelve days. We are indebted to him for 
a copy of the Daily Alta California, of February 
19th, which, we believe, is the latest San Fran- 
cico paper received here. Sinco Mr. Vickroy 
left here, several months ago. he bas made a trip 
to the Eastern States, over which he traveled 
considerable. He is as energetic as George 
Francois Train. and travels as fast as horse-fesh 
and steam can carry him = His business here at 
this time 15, as near as we can learn, to straighten 
ont the affairs of the Walnut Grove Mining Com- 
pany. If he sneceeds in his undertaking itis 
more than likely that their 20-stamp mill on Tur- 
key creek, in this county, (which, owing to some 
disagreement among the members of the com- 
pany. whe reade m Philadelphia.) hus been lymg 
idle since its erection—nearly a year ago—will 
soon be set to work e1ushing ore. 

Kingnaxn Vatiey.—aA delegation from this 
valley, on the Prescott and La Pas wagon road, 
Was in town this week. They spoke enconrag- 
ingly of farming prospects the coming season.

G BIX feat in width, and the ro 

bolieva, will be considered Fa A se 


“BADGER” ~ Thja is tbe name given to a lođe 
Aes idee by Berry and Smith in Big 
ug District. Tho rock is of the reddish, decom- 
Horoa kind, and is said to contain plenty of free 
gold. Its Owners have made their minds up to 
sink a shaft upon it. It is situated about two 
miles west of Gray & Co,’s mill onmain Big Bug, 
; Rica Siver Rock.—We saw, the other day, a 
oe of rock from the Patanka lode, in which 
e vericst cow-countinn could detect lots of the 
pure plata. ‘This lode is situate a few hundred 
yards south of the Sterling lode, in Tassayamps 
Quartz Mining District. We are told that the 
ledge crops ont for several hundred yards, 


Josuru Young left Prescott Monday last for 
Philadelphia, bis old home, He goes there with 


the hope of getting aid to work his rich silver 
lode, the “Chance” which is situated in the Has- 
sayampa Quartz Mining District, this county. 
He intends to be baek here as soon as possible. 
During his absence, his partners in the mine will 
go right along with its development. We have 
never geen the “Chance.” lode, but judging from 
the bullion proceeds of three tons of it, worked 
at the Sterling mill, and specimens of the rock 
seen by-us, we cannot but believe it to be an A, 
No 1 silver ledge. 


Gross Lope —J. B. Slack, the owner of this 
very rich gold lode informs us that it is his inten- 


tion, as soon as the weather moderates in the 
mountains, to commence work upon the Gross, 
m anticipation of the running of the Bully Bueno 
null, which, it is expected will be set to work in 
May or Juno. The Gross is very rich in free 
gold, and we sincerely hope sulphurets will not 
come in for some time, at least. 


Messrs Farisu & Reep left this place Satur- 
day morning last. Mr. Farish, with the intention 
of going to San Franciaco, and Mr. Reed, to Wick- 
enburg. During Mr Farish’s stay bere, he vis- 
ited nearly every mining and farming camp in 
this county, and was well pleased with what he 
saw Although he is considerable of a specula- 
tor, and intends to comeback soon and invest in 
our mines, he said openly and above board, that 
he had not seen as rich or extensive a mining 
country in either California or Nevada. Mr. 
Reed goes to Wickenburg for the purpose of see- 
ing Mr Taylor. who has charge of the Vultare 
mine at that place, and who, we are told, isa 
good mince: and mill-man, with the hope that he 
(Taylor) may be able tô explain why 1t was that 
in working Sterling ore, Mr. Reed was unable to 
save the gold and quicksilver. Should Mr. Tay- 
lor be able to give the required information, Mr. 
Reed will try and induce him to come to this 
place, and test the matter. We confidently hope 
some light will be thrown on this matter soon. 


Bie Bre —Lewis & Winning were in town du- 
ring the week. In a conversation with Cap. 
Lewis, we learned the pleasing fact that their 
last clean-up yielded over ten dollars a day to 
the band. He and James Thomas own the old 
Mexican gulch, about one mile and a halt below 
Gray & Co's mill, They employ six men They 
are now washing down the west side-hill of the 
guich, and find their best pay below the cement. 
The pay-atreak is about thirty feet in width, and 
the gavel is fiom thiee to four feet in depth 
Close to the bed-roch, and upon it, the dirt is 
very rich. A pece weighing ove: ten dollars 
was recently picked up by them. It is the opi- 
nion of Messrs Lewis & Winning that the whole 
country between Big Bug Creek and the spur of 
monntains about one mile to the north will pay 
for working We have worked considerable in 
that vicinity, and know that there is a grent deal 
of gold there , but we were always of the opi- 
mon that there was no gold below the cement, 
Bat, as Lewis and Thomas have proven that 
there ia, there is a good prospect of Big Bug be- 
coming a second Mokelumne Ifill 

About two miles below this place, Anderson 
& Co. are woiking a bar of Big Bug Creek, and 
we are assured that they are making good wages. 

A party of Coloradans were prospecting a 
long gulch that puts into the creek from the 
north, below the Mexivan guich, and Mr Lewis 
informed us that, at the ume he left, they were 
getting excellent prospects. They had worked 
through the cement. 

In the vicinity of the mill. two or three com- 
panies were at work, with what success we could 
not learn. 


Lower Lyyx Creek —Little and Taylor came 
to town on Sunday last. The last run yielded 


them over ten dollarsaday to the hand, for 
every day they worked in the diggings. We saw 
u lot of the gold brought to town by them (some 
fifteen ounces}, which was neatly retorted, and 
looked as though it were worth over S17 to the 
ounce , 

Many Mexicans are working in gulches empty- 
ing into Lynx Creek, below Little & Taylor’s 
diggings, on the south side of the creck. 

Wunxer’s Distrrcr.—Placer and quartz mining 
are being carned ou in this district. 

Hassayampa Disrrict.—Work in the shafts on 
the Chase lode is progressing. In consequence 
of the muddy condition of the roads, but little 
has been done towards removing the mill. The 
placer miners are not making much over ¢x- 
penses, as. on account of the high water in the 
ereck, they cannot now work their rich creek 
he miners at work in the New Gulch, four 
miles south of Prescott, are, we havo been told, 
making fair wages. The diggings are “spotted. 
Sometimes one company gets good pay, and some- 
times another; but, onn Ebadi all hands 

rom three to six dollars a day. 
gai Bigelow and G. W. Barnard, the other 
day, prospected the bar upon which the slaugh- 
ter-bouse stands, on the other side of the creek, 
at the upper end of town, and Mr. Bigelow is o 
the opinion that the whole bar would pay wages, 
if properly worked. Some good prospects noe 
got by them in gravel taken from off the ed- 
rock, and a little gold is found all tho way from 
the surface to the ledge. Pieca weighing from

George Lount has been working in a ravine 
above towh, for some time past, and, we ae 
sorry to learn, has failed to make it pungle. in e 
will try another place, which he thinks is richer, 
and wherd. we hope, be will get pay. 

Jony A. Rest has gone to the Ticonderoga 
mill, which he will start up, on rock from the 
Dividend lode. He took over a team Tonara 
with provisions, ete. If the rock yields ue a 
is the intention of the company which ts 1 ! 
represents, to go to work actively upon the niine. 


Ranomen from Kirkland Valley inform us 
that, in the foothills close to the creck, there are 
ravines that they know will pay, if rightly 
worked. A lot of Mexicans, n long time age, 
worked in these guiches, and made fair wages, 
although they had to pack the dirt to the cree 
to wash it.

town, yesterday evening, from Wickenburg. They 
say that everything was well when they left 
Wickenburg. Both milla were ranning regularly, 
and paying well. Mr. Reod was at Wickenburg 
when the party left; he suid it was his intention 
to return here soon, Wickenburg & Smith were 
highly elated at the success of their little mill; 
they were crushing rich rock, and getting big 
pay. A private letter, received by ts from a 
friend, states that business had improved greatly 
since the Wickenburg & Smith mill has been 
grinding out the gold, The samé letter also 
states that “Governor McCormick, of this Terri- 
tory” (2), was rasticating in the town of Altar, 
Sonora, from the lat to the 5th of February.

sea.’ The man stands seven feet and nine 
inches high, the other dimensions of the body 
being correctly proportioned, making him the 
second Daniel Lambert, by which, name he 
is facetiously apoken of among the workmen.’ 
He weighs 500 pounds; Steam is generated 
in the body or trunk, which is nothing but a 
three-horge, power ‘engine, like those used in 
our steam fire engines. The legs which sup- 
port the automaton are complicated and won- 
derful. The steps are taken very naturally 
and quite easily. Ag the hody is thrown for- 
ward upon-the advanced foot, the other is 
lifted from the ground by a spring, and 
thrown forward. h step or’ pace advances 
the body two feet and every revolution of the 
engine produces four paces. As the engine is 
capable of making more than a thousand rey- 
olutions a minute, it would get over the 
grouzd on this calculation, at the rate of a 
little more th miles minute. As this 
would be working he legs faster than would 
be safe on uneven ground, or on city cobble 
stones, it is proposed tó run the engine at the 
rate of 500 revolutions per minute, which 
would walk the man at the modest speed of 
half a mile a minute. The fellow is attached 
te a common rockaway carriage, whose shafts 
sery ə to support him ina vertical “position, 
These shafts are two bars of iron, which are 
made fast in the usual manner to the front 
axle of the carriage, and are curved so as to 
be joined to a circular sustaining bar, which 
passes around the waist like a girth, and in 
which the man moves so as to face in any di- 
rection. Besides these motions, machinery 
has been arranged by which the figure can be 
thrown backward or forward from a vertical 
nearly forty-five degrees. This is done to 
enable it to ascend or descend all grades, To 
the soles of the fect spikes or corks are fixed 
which effectually prevent slipping. The 
whole machine is so firmly sustained by the 
shafts, and has so excellent a foothold that 
two men are unableto push it over, orin any 
way throw it down, An upright post, which 
is arranged in front of the dash-board, and 
within easy reach of the front seats, sustains 
two miniature pilot wheels, by turning which 
these various motions or evolutions are direc- 
ted. It is expected that sufficient coal can 
be stowed away under the back seat of the 
carriage to work the'engine a day, and enough 
water in a tank under the front seat to last 
halt a day, To prevent ‘the giant’ from 
frightening horses, Mr. Deddrick intends to 
clothe it, and give it as nearly as possible a 
likeness to the rest of humanity. The boiler 
and such parts as are necessarily heated, are to 
be encased in felt or woolen undergarments. 
The cost of this ‘first man’ is $2,000, though 
the makers, Messrs. Deddrick & Grass, ex- 
pect to manufacture succeeding ones, war- 
ranted to run a year without repairs, for 
$300.— Newark Advertiser. 


WuyArtiriciuaL, Teer SHOULD NOT BE 
Worx ar Nicut.—It isa physiological fact 
that bone, in a normal condition, is constant- 
ly undergoing a process of removal and re- 
placement “ot particles, and that continuous 
pressure prevents the complete restoration of 
the parts, calling what is commonly called 
absorption.’ The osseous structure of the 
mouth is protected only by a thin covering 
of muscular tissue and mucus’ membrane, 
on the firmness and elasticity ot which it de- 
pends for- protection against the pressure of 
the plate; but when constantly excluded from 
the atmosphere, especially by hard rubber, 
which being a poor conductor of heat, keeps 
the part covered at nearly an equable tem- 
perature, these tissues lose their elasticity 
and become spongy and fungoid. Two very 
undesirable results are arrived at. The osse- 
ous structure of the mouth, as well as its 
fleshy covering, are changed in form, and the 
plate no longer fits well, which is just what 
the pioen has been trying to avoid by wear- 
ing his plate at night. 


Saw Mave or Boxe.—The Maoris or na- 
tives of New Zealand are a race far in advance 
of most of those found in the Polynesian 
Islands. In working wodd and bone they 
evince no little skill; their carvings being 
very elaborate and tasteful. In raking in- 
struments for various uses, they rise far above 
the aborigines of any part of the American 
continent. A saw, for instance, was an ar- 
ticle unknown among the aboriginese of 
America, yet such an instrument was made 
of bone by the natives of New Zealand. It

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Letter from Herdyville, 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF ARIZONA MINER.) 


Hanpvvinre, Arizona, Feb. 20, 1868. 

Editor Arizona Miner:—a the account 
Which you published, recently, of the fight 
Captain Young and Lieutenant Stevenson 
had with the Indians, on the 15th of January, 
you did not publish all of the facta in the 
case, They are as follows: 

Captain Young, with Lieutenants Steven- 
son and Reese, loft Camp Mohave on the 
1th of January, end arrived at this place the 
rame evening. On the 12th they were np at 
daylight. The weather was stormy, and I 
suggested to Captain Young that he should 
lie over until a better day, but he said, “No, 
I owe old Scherumn a visit, and if I goin a 
sturm, T will be likely to find him at home.” 
So, regardless of the stonn, the men were or- 
j dered into their saddles : sunrise, The 
command marched toward. the north-east, 
crossed the Black Mountains, and camped. 
Tue third day, they crossed the Cerbart moun- 
tains and camped in Wallapai valley. On 
the fourth morning, the command was disi- 
fled, and Lieutenant Stevenson took one-half 
of the men and started for Peacock Springs. 
This was done so that if the Indians had al- 
ready seen them, they would not become 
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alumed Captain Young moved to the north, 
and kept close to the foot-hills of the Cerbart 
range of mountains until mocasin tracks be- 
came quite plenty, and then, taking advan- 
tage of a low iavine, he Ind for the mgbt. 
The guide, with Captain Young, reconnoitred 
a lile, found a trul leading into Scherum’s 
canon, and then returned to camp. At 3 
v'tluck next morning, the men were called tu 
duty, and quietly put on their saddles and 
formed in line, and then started fur the cañon. 
When they anned at the mouth of the ca- 
non, they dismounted and left their horses, 
and Capt. Young, with Dan. O'Leary as guide, 


vand thirteen cnhsted men, started up the 


canon. It was now hght. 

canon brought them within thirty yards of 
Scheram’s camp; and now, for the fist time, 
the Indians discovered Capt. Young and his 
nave men, almost at their camp. The signal 
ufalacon was sounded by the savages, and 
out scrambled over one handed wanior, the 
most of them naked; however, they did not 
forget tharoifies, but as they clinbed the 
side of the rocky canon to their rudely con- 
stiueted fortifications, Capt Young ordered 


fins men to fire, and three volleys were dis- 


charged fom the Spencer carbines at the 
musing mass, and it was soon discovered thet 
seven dead Indians rolled down the hill, to 
climb no mote. The Indians now concealed 
themselves behind rocks, and opened fire on 
the soldieis. A portion of the command tried 
to flank the Indians, but did not succeed. 
After fighting one hour and twenty minutes, 
Cipt Young ordered a retreat. Dunng the 
whole engagement, Capt Young was with bis 
men, and fiied when opportunity offered. 
+ One a soldier turned and said, “Captain 
Young, you are m danger.” “* Yes,” said the 

Captain, “so are you.” At this time, an ar- 

ing struck the ground, clese to the Captain's 

side; he pulled it out of the ground, and 

sud, “I had hardly thought of these things,” 

and then got ready, and when the savage put 

up his head, silenced him. In the engage- 

ment, two soldiers were badly wounded, and

Lieutenant Stevenson had made a short 
march che day Le left Capt. Young ; and after 
the fight, the Indians commenced burning 
their dead; this, of course, sent up a black 
smoke, and the Lieutenant secing this, knew 
{ull well that Capt Young had found Indi- 
ans. He at once turned his course and made 
for the smoke, and arrived near the foot of 
the mountain about 3 r, w of the same day. 
Here he dismounted his men, and led the 
httle party on; he was uot decoyed or trap- 
ped, bat saw his enemies and made for them. 
The trouble was, there were too many In- 
cians, and they at once overpowered him. 
The Lieutenant was leading his men on to 
battle, when the savages opened a murderous 
fire, directed at the Lieutenant, who fell 
wounded in sit places. His carbine was 
struck by a ball, shattered, and rendered 
woithless, The men picked up the Licu- 
tenant, and bore him off the field, The sav- 
ages pursued the retreating party for over 
thiee nules, the soldiers keeping up a contin- 
nos fire as they retreated. The mountain 
was rocky and broken, and as the soldiers 
hore the wounded Lieutenant along over the 
rocks, the savages would rise up from behind 
rocks and fire, and then disappear again, like 
magic. Tn this way, the fight went on until 
the darkness of night closed the scene, 

Lieut. Stevenson and his party camped and 
sent a courier to Benle Springs, whence an 
ambulance was sent out for the Lieutenant.

Scherum was badly wounded 
in his left thigh, and several of his men were 
badly wounded. 

Stevenson, and the two soldiers who 
were wounded, are recovermg. ‘The Licuten- 
ant has gone to San Francisco, on leave of 
absence. He hopes to be able to return in 
two months.

Exrsosyon or Kerosene Limps.—A most 
terrible and fatal kerosene lamp explosion 
recently occurred at St. Pani, Minnesota. It 
is well that the details of such accidents, 
which have become fearfully common, be 
made public as a possible warmng to others. 
All who use keioxene oil should understand 
and realize that the first principle of safety 
1s to burn the pure article—the cheap mix- 
tures which are palmed off upon the public 
are often exceedingly dangerous. In the sec- 
ond place, every individual who ever has oc- 
casion to touch a kerosene lamp, or to use 
kerosene in any way, should know something 
of its nature—at least 30 much as to refrain 
from blowing down the chimney of a lamp 
to extinguish if, m filling it or putting it 
in order in any Way when lighted, from set- 
ting a can of oil on a hoț stove, or near a fire, 
and from pouring the fluid over wood tu has- 
ten the kindling of a fire. Accidents may 
occur in other ways, but the means above 
mentioned should never be adopted except 
when the special object is to blow up the 
Iamp, or to produce an explosion of some 
kind. The explosion already referred to was 
caused by a servant attempting to trim a 
lighted kerosene lamp. The servant herself, 
and the entire room, were almost instantly 
wrapped in flames, caused by the sudden ex- 
plusion. Those who attempted to extinguish 
the fire were severely injured, and the unfor- 
tunate servant girl died soon after, from the 
effocts of the burns she received.

He was the onginal rush- 
er, he myented it Well, this veteran put 
the “brake on” after this fashion. “When,” 
he said to a party of young and mexperienced 
men, “you hear of the discovery of a big 
thing, especially at a long distance, go of 
course, but go slow.

“Inpian Rarp.—-We learn froma gentle- 
man who arrived here on Tuesday evening 
last, fiom Fort Yuma, that a small train of 
three wagons, belonging to Mr. Tager, at Fort 
Yuma, was attacked by Indians near the Ma- 
ricopa Wells, a few days before he left, and 
three persons killed, the wagons burned, and 
the stock end goods carried off. Among the 
kiled was Dayid Ward, former], of this city. 
We await with anxiety the particulars and 
confirmation of the report.” 

The above is news to us,and although such 
things are of common occurrence in this In- 
dian cursed Territory, we hope this is merely 
a rumor, Should a mail from south of the 
Gila ever again arrive here, we will learn the 
tnuth or falsity of this report. 

New Cuuncnes.— There are two new 
churches being built in this city; one Con- 
grepational, and one Methodist. Both are 
expected to be finished in a few weeks.”

Tie GUIF Srream AND THE Lare EARTH- 
QU skrs.—üÜnce of the most noticeable effects 
of thé late earthquakes in the West Indies, ia 
shid to have been an increase in the velocity 
of the current in the Gulf Stream, near tho 
Florida shove, trom three anda half to four 
miles per hour—or over fourteen per cent. 
The current is now so rapid as to make the 
passage of the Key West reefs quite danger- 
ous—vessels are almost forced upon them by 
the inci¢ased current, which there acts up 
from the southward and’ cnstwatd.  Thiy m- 
crease in the current of the Guif Stream ia 
attributed to an upheaving of the ocean bed, 
from the region of St. Thomas towards Cuba; 
thus to a ceitain eatent, closing up the Mona 
passage between San Domingo and Porte 
Rico, and also blocking ap the windward 
channel between Ouba and Hayti. By this 
cbange in the bottom of those sens, n gront) 
mecreased volume of water is forced up through 
the old Bahama channel, from whence it 
strikes across to the Florida reefs with much 
greater violence than formerly. By reference 
to a map, it will be scen that Cuba, San Do- 
mingo, Porto Rico and the entire group of 
islands to the southward and eastward) in- 
cluding our new purchase of St. Thomas, are 
made upof the more elevated portions of a 
submarine mountain chain. It is not at all 
unreasonable that a portion of this range 
should have been slightly elevated during the 
recent convulsion in that region. . The result 
of such elevation would infallibly produce 
such a changd as is reported to have occurred 
in the velocity of the Gulf Stream, while a 
subsidence would produce ah opposite effect.

The Apaches. 


As the season is now close at hand when 


it is hoped, the military will “stir up” our 
Apache brethren, a few remarks by us on 
. the subject, will, we trust, not be consid- 
ered. foolish, impertinent or out of place. 
But few white men have ever traveled 
through the country proper of the Apaches, 
and we have a great deal to learn in regard

to this—the most villainous tribe of Indians

tion of Arizona, and, for Indians, live well. 
We think it an easy matter for them to mus- 
ter fwo thopsanRfightrigithen. They range 
over the eastern pért of this Territory, and 
s portion of New Mexico: aud. the Mexican 
Stats of Bonora, Their principal villages in 
"Arizona are about two hundred-imiles almost 
directly ext of Prescott, south of the Mo- 
gollone and Sierra Blanco ranges of moun- 
tains. Since the abandonment of the Navajo 
country, the Coyoteros, during the summer 
and fall months, cross the Navajo line, and 
hunt and fish in the innumerable valleys and 
streams on the northern or Little Colorado 
slope of the aformentioned ranges of moun- 
tains. The Tontos, who occupy the country 
between Prescott and the Coyotero country 
also ascend the Mogollone mountains during 
the summerand fall months. Asit is, mainly, 
this latter band that we have been fighting 
almost all the time since the whites first sot- 
tled in this part of the Territory, it is well 
known that their nuinher has decreased con- 
siderably, and it is doubtful if, to-day, they 
can muster over five hundred warriors, The 
the settlements on the Rio Verde. Formerly 
late, they scarcely ever construct a village 
north-west of Fossil creek. “ We believe they 
range as far south as Salt river, The Pinals— 
the most daring band of Apaches—occupy 
the gountry south of that occupied by the 
Coyoteros and Tontos, slong the Gila, Salt 
and San Pedro rivera. We have seen their 
numberg set down as lowas three hundred 


on the Continent. We know that when least 
expected, they always come to see us, and 
scarcely ever go away without leaving the 
record of their visit written in blood, on the 
bosom of Mother Earth, behind them. Upon 
every road and trail in the Territory can be 
seen the graves of their victims. Nearly 
every old resident of the Territory remem- 
bers and can tell of scores of raids made by 
them. Every citizen, almost, has lost at one 
time or another, all the property possessed by 
him, and worse, even, than this, his dearest 
and best friends. True, a great many Apaches 
have lost their lives in these raids, but we 
must not reason from this fact, that the spirit 
of the confederate tribes known as Apaches, 
has been broken by these losses. On the con- 
trary, the loss of so many warriors has only 
served to fire anew the Apache heart, and con- 
centrate their undying hostility to the whites. 
As yet we have encountered only the weakest 
bands of the nation. The head and front of 
the tribe has not yet been reached by our 
pioneers, and it would be the height of folly 
to lull ourselves into fancied security, and 
imagine that the power of the tribe was 


crushed—broken—exhausted. Such is not 
the tact. Unless God should soon work a 


miracle upon the tribe, and change them 
from devils to saints, next spring and sum- 
mer will see them engaged in their much- 
loved business of killing and stealing with as 
much, if not more energy, industry and per- 
severance than ever befofe, and we warn our 
citizens to be on thealertforthem. Like us, 
they cannot always carry on offensive warfare 
without a cessation of hostilities—in order to 
agree upon new plans, manufacture weapons, 
collect war material, and distribute their sup- 
plies in the various caves used by them as 
commissariat. 

During the past winter they have not trou- 
bled us much, but recently they have given 
proof positive that though derelict in their 
attentions to us during the past winter, they 
are now ready and willing to mash our heads 
in and steal our horses, mules, etc. They are 
now well rested, well armed, ready and eager 
for the fray. The Tontos, Cosninos, Coyote- 
ros, Sierra Blancos and Pinals have coun- 
seled with each -other—feasted on the ani- 
mals stolen from us, burned mescal together— 
examined and learned how to use the—to 
them—strange guas captured from whites 
whom they have murdered. Liko us, they 
are divided by petty local jealousies, and oc- 


warriors, but think that 1000 would come 
nearer the truth. They are now playing 
themselves off on the soldiers in Tonto Basin 
as “good Indians” but it is a well known and 
undisputed fact that parties of them occa- 
sionally make raids upon settlements in this 
vicinity for the purpose of killing and steal- 
ing. It is the same old game played by them 
for the past two or three hundred years, and 
we hope they will soon play it out or be 
played ont at it. 

After the whipping of the Navajo tribe and 
their removal to the Bosque Redondo reser- 
vation in New Mexico, the Coyotero Apaches 
—the near neigbors and bitter enemies of the 
Navajos—became afraid tliat, like the Nava- 
jos, they too, might get whipped and starved 
into subjection, and a portion of them con- 
cluded to make a treaty with che command- 
ing officer at Camp Goodwin, while the re- 
mainder of them, under Cochisse and Fran- 
cisco, the Butcher, who wasafterwards killed 
at Goodwin for his misdeeds, continued to 
murder, burn and rob in the most approved 
Indian style. Nearly 1000 Indians, mostly 
women and children, and worn-out he hea- 
thens, were fed out of the Government com- 
misariat, while the Chiefs and braves were 
killing and stealing. Shortly after this, the 
Pinale tried to play the “peace” dodge at 
Camp Grant, on the San Pedro, but the com- 
mander at that camp guessing their design 
“played them out” at it, and did not allow 
himself to be fooled by the wily savages. 
The time will come when the Apache will 
make and live up to a treaty, but that time 
has not yet arrived. Theiralmost untamable 
spirit is not yet sufficiently cowed to make 
them submissive and honest enough for that 
purpose. A few sound drubbings, and the 
destruction of their crops of corn and wheat, 
would go a great ways towards making them 
good, peaceable and submissive Indians, but 
until that is done, the time spent in making 
treaties with them, and the presents and pro- 
visions given to them as bribes to keep the 
peace, are lost—wasted, and we hope the mil- 
itary authorities will so look upon the mat- 
ter. 

In another article we will say something 
more about the Indian question, hoping 
thereby, to enlighten the military command- 
ers, who, we are told, intend to hunt for 
Apaches the coming spring and summer. It 
is not vur purpose to dictate to or lecture our 


castonally two different bands of them engage 
ina death-struggle for the ownership of a 
patch of mescal land; but upon their great 
national questions, they are a unit. The Cos- 


ninos, Tontos and Pinals, from often coming 


in contact with the whites, and the Pima and 
Maricopa Indians, (who, by the way, hate 

the Apaches worse than we do,) have suffered 
considerably and are to-day, but mere skele- 
tons of bands or tribes, The Sierra Blancos 

and Coyoteros, on the contrary, have an idea 
that they cannot be whipped by the whites. 
They have been so accustomed to whipping 
Navajoes and Mexicans, that they have come 

to think themselves the “ruling power,” and 

are to-day, as relentless, as bloodthirsty, over- 
bearing and haughty as when they hung 
white captives up by the heels and burned 
their heads to ashes in Apache Pass, Their 
chiefs, save and accept the head Chief, Eskel- 
thesela, are as black-hearted a set of scoun- 
drels as ever went unhung. Cochisse, Co- 
chillo Ancho, Miguel and others of them hate 

the whites, and are backed up in their hatred 

| of’us by the two or three thousand warriors 
‘whom they command and who are ever ready 

to spring their bows at a word or a nod from 

- their chiefs. Eskelthesela is old and feeble, 
and opposed to war with the whites, but, 
although out of respect to the former deeds 

, , of yalor enacted by him, he is loved by the 
“i tribe; yet he cannot control bis Indians, and 
“+! ‘the other chiefs are always conspiring against 
‘“ Kim, This band or tribe is the largest in 
i numbers sud tbe most intelligent of the 
Sparhe family. They reside in the best por- 


officers upon the manner and mode of fight- 
ing Indians; that is their business, and, of 
course, they are supposed to know more 
slay it than we do. If not, they will soon 
earn,

Stripes amid the shouts of the aforesaid sol- 
diers, officies, and “ hangers-on.’ Then fol- 
lowed a prafer from that distingvished di- 
vine, Rev. H. W, Read. The oath of office 
was then duly'administered to each official,

The first proclamation was then read, in 
English and Spanish, announcing the organi- 
zation of the Territorial Government. 

About this time, Hon. Coles Bashford, a 
“hanger-on,” was appointed Attorney Gene- 
ral. Crumb No. 1. 

The Government then started for Fort Whip- 
ple, a newly established mihtary post, at which 
place it arrived on the 22d day of January, 
1864, Here the first month was spent by the 
Government in prospecting for rich float and 
paying ledges. The months of April and May 
were spent by the Government m taking a 
“bird’s cye view” of the situation. As early 
as the 25th of February, steps were taken to 
elect ¢ Delegate to Congress, for we sce from 
the weord that on that day the U. S. Mar- 
shal was ordered to count the whites of the 
Territory. On the 9th of April, while in 
transitu, the Governor issued a proclamation 
defining the Judicial Districts and assigning 
the Judges; (as yet, no use for the Attorney 
General 3} and the Government having se- 
lected its man for the position, a proclamation 
was issued, on the 26th day of May, ordering 
his electioa; and on tbe 18th of July said 
election wes held, and the candidate of the 
Government, C. D. Poston, one of the “ring,” 
was declared duly elected, for the short term 
Under the same proclamation, we elected our 
first Legixature, of the proceedings of which 
we will speak hereafter. During all this 
time, however, the Government had not ne- 
glected other etal matters. Various paying 
ledges had been located, and huge monuments 
erected thereon! All were getting rich in 
feet! Each fellow, in traveling here and 
there, had located from one to half a dozen 
quarter sections of rich agricultural and tim- 
ber lands. Besides all this, some engaged in 
commerce, ~ Phoyisions and clothing were 
high ,four commanded a very high figure,say 
$45 in gold; and Government having quite a 
supply on hand, which could be spared, 1t was 
sold at the above figures to the poor miners— 
not so much for the cash, as to accommodate ! 

Even here Government did not ccase from its 
labors. A site fora big city was selected; 
commissioners were appointed; said city was 


surveyed and mapped out; and then much 
“monish” was realized, for lots in the afore- 
said city sold at good prices. Where the 
money went to, is a mystery to some people, 
even at this day. As for myself, I am almost 
certain that every dollar was paid into the 
Treasury of the United States; however, some 
old fogies around town won't believe it.

A party of surveyors are now camped on 
the Beale wagon-road, some sixty miles north 
of Prescott. A few days since, the head of 


the party sent in several wagons to Camp |’ 


Whipple, Prescott, for forage, and we belicyc 
the wagons have returned with the forage. 
A correspondent at IIxrdyville, on the Colo- 
rado river, who has worked like a beaver to 
further the interests of the Railroad Company 
and Arizona, writes as follows in regard to 
this party, Gencral Palmer, and the road 
generally: 
HardYrviILLE, March 8, 1868. 

Eitor Arizona Miner; General Palmer has 
arrived at San Francisco, and taken the 
steamer for New York. 

Messrs, Schuyler and Holbrook, surveyors, 
left this place on the 21st of February, en 
route for Albuquerque, Their object is to 
patch up the line and make a material im- 
provement near Bill -Williams’ Mountain. 
The line will be surveyed further north, and 
when surveyed, a repo’ will be telegraphed 
to Washington, so that it may be added to 
the main report of G Palmer. When 
this survey is made, the’Soth parallel railroad 
will be permanently located, and maps will 
be filed with the Secretary of the Interior, 
so that all locations hereafter made within 
twenty miles of the line surveyed will be 
subject to the control of the Railroad Com- 
pany. bi 

The road is located from Truxton Pass to 
the Colorado River, a distance of about one 
hundred miles; the point of crossing fixed ; 
and the coad located frum the crossing of the 
Colorado River to Tchachapa Pass, a distance 
of about two hundred miles.

Cuemistry has just revealed one of the 
causes which may lead to the deterioration 
of bottled wines, and this, strange to say, is 
the glass the bottles are made of. Glass, we 
all know, is a combination of silcia or white 
sand with cither soda or potash. Now this 
combination is effected m large crucibles and 
powerful farnaces which require an immense 
amount of fuel, an article forming conse- 
quently an important item in the prime cost 
of glass. ‘The more, however, we increase the 
proportion of alkali, the less is the heat re- 
quired for the fusion of the mass; and hence 
the tendency to effect a saving of fuel by this 
means. This advantage, it has now been 
proved, is not without its ‘serious drawback ; 
for the glass so obtained is subject to dissolu- 
tion, in the long run, by the fluids it contains, 
especially by wines, which are always, more 
or less, charged with tartaric acd, Itisthus 
glass will soon become opake, and contribute 
fo the wine it holds, certain myredients, ren- 
dering them quite unfit to drink.

(CORRESPONDENOE OF THE MINER.) 
Camp O'CONNELL, A, T. 
March 1st, 1868. } 

My last writing was before the flood, so I 
hope you and’ Prescott are still rémaining 
above water. We have had rain on and oft 
since the middle of December up to within 
a week ago, and it is difficult to even keep 
the command in provisions, as the Verde and 
other creeks haye been impassable for weeks 
at a time, At present, the weather is dry 
and stormy, Fresh beef has been scarce 
here of late, as no cattle could cross either 
the Gila or Salt rivers, Our camp is in Sun- 
flower valley, thirty-two milea from Camp 
McDowell, and about ten from Reno, * The 
road is three miles from this camp, which 
leaves about seven miles of road to be made; 
but these seven are over a mountain, and it 
will take à long time yet. We have had 80 
recruits for the two Companies, and two com- 
missioned: officers, so our force is enlarged 
considerably, Lieut, DuBois is gone, on sick 
leave, and Major Mills is gone, on leave of 
absenee, for six months; in the latter we have 
lost the best officer we had. General Devin 
paid a visit to the camp some time ago, and 
lately we had Major Clendenin, who had 
quite a talk with our Indian neighbors. Ie 
invited the chief out to Tonto creek to take 
arlook at that valley, but the latter declined, 
as the Major was mounted, and he had no 
steed to take him. The chief was asked the 
reason of their robbing and murdering Amer- 
icans, and said in reply, that what the Amer- 
icuns had the Indians were sadly in need of, 
and had no other way to get it. The 
Majer sad they had the same chances as any 


chief said if they settled anywhere they were 
sure to be killed or driven out, and could 
neither farm nor raige stock on this account, 
but if the Americans gave them protection 
they would soon show how willing they 
were to work, and live honestly. They were 
told they could have the chance. Their con- 
duct with us has been very good, and they 
have assisted in pointing out the best way to 
run the road, and in many ways saved labor 
and time. They have returned stray animals 
and given up three Mexican boys—whom they 
had held captives, and are selling their fire- 
arms, composed of seven-shooters, double- 
barreled rifles, shot-guns and revolvers. At 
present they arc kept in their place, and! so 
are the soldiers; we are as military as a three 
cocked hat, and all are better satisfied This 
chief is a spiritualist—beats any man in the 
States. Says he goes up on the lightning 
and has been speaking with Americans above, 
who are quiet people there, and was advised 
by them to settle down and lovetheir Anier- 
ican brothers. Says he can order as much rain 
as he wishes, and has killed bad Indians by 
lightning. His Incian neighbors send for him 
when they require rain on their crops. He 
offered to give us ocular demonstrations for 
all this, but of course was not allowed—has a 
bed no man can sit on without being blown

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Narronan RAILROAD. Ehose who arp en- 
gaged in the construction of railroads across 
the continent, should for their own safety 
and profit, take a broad, national and präcti- 
cal- view of the matter, It involves ‘the 
prosperity of the entire State of Oaliforsia, 
Including San, Francisco, now tho principal 
seaport of the Pacific Coast. It is but quite 
recently that one of the -principal papers of 
Ban Francisco, expressed the conviction that 
“two great cities of the future will be, onè 
on Puget Sound, and the other on Lake Su- 
perior, and that the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, sure to be built, will build them,” ‘This 
was said in view of the recent action had in 
Congress, indicating a determination to build 
that road, and is undoubtedly true, If the 
Northern Pacific Railroad will build these 
cities, will noc the Southern Pacific Railroad 
build two others, one on our Southern coast 
and another at some point on the Mississippi, 
That this road will be built there is no rea- 
sonahle doubt. General Palmer, Treasurer 
of the Union Pacific Rajlroad, Kansas Branch, 
lately in charge of the survey of the thirty- 
fifth and thirty-second parallels, through 
New Mexico, Arizona and California, writes 
to headquarters at St. Louis, from Fort Mo- 
have, Arizona, December 28th, that he has 
surveyed a good ling to the Colorado river, 
on the 85tlf parallel, below the head of navi- 
gation, at an excellent bridging point south’ 
of Fort Mohave, about 1,370 miles from Kan- 
sas City, and 560 miles south of San Francisco. 
This would naturally carry the line to San 
Diego, even should a road be built up the 
coast to San Francisco. General Palmer says: 
“Between Albuquerque and Cojorado river, 
the route lies through, or immediately adja- 
cent to extensive pine forests. I have seen 
no snow except two thousand feet above our 
highest summit, Qur animals found good 
grazing ground all the way. There has been 
no frost here, and the trees are still green, 
with no evidence of winter, am satisfied 
that with the facilities offered ;by the Colo- 
rado river, the mild climate, the abundant 
timber, and productive soil on this route, the 
whole line can be completed in four years.” 
— Oroville (Cal.) Record. i 

The route of this road passes to the north 
of Prescott, some 50 or 60 miles, and, if Gen- 
eral Palmer and the Company do not change 
their minds, the road will run direct to San

Dirr vs. Mevicinn.—Dr. OF W. Holmes, 
no less noted as a physician. than as a poet 
and wit, makes the following’ remarks upon 
this subject in “ Border Lines:” 

“T cannot help believing that medical cura- 
tive treatment will by and by resolve itself 
in great measure into modifications of the 
food, swallowed and breathed, and of the 
natural stimuli, and that less will be expected 
from specifics and noxious disturbing agents 
either alien or assimilable. The noted min-, 
eral waters containing iron, sulphur, carbonic 
acid, supply nutritious or stimulating mate- 
tials to the body us much as phosphate of 
lime and ammonical compounds do to the 
cereal plants, Theeffects of a milk and veg- 
etable diet, of gluten bread and diabetes, of 
cod-liver oi! in phthisic, even of such auda- 
cious innovations as the water-cure and the 
grape-cure, are only hints of what will be 
accomplished when we have learned to dis- 
cover what organic elements are deficient or 
in excess in 2 case of chronic disease, and the 
best way of correcting the abnormal condi- 
tion, just as an agriculturist ascertains the 
wants of his crops and modifies the compo- 
sition of his soil, In acute febrile diseases 
we have long ago discovered that far above 
all drug-medication is the use of mild liquid 
diet in the period of excitement, and of stim- 
ulant and nutritious food in that of exhaus- 
tion. Hipocrates himself was as particular 
about his barley-ptisan as any Florence Night- 
ingale of our time could be, 

The present generation will make a vast 
stride forward, as I believe, in the direction 
of treatment by natural rather than violent 
agencies. What is it that makes the repu- 
tation of Sydenham, as the chief of English 
physicians? His prescriptions consisted prin- 
cipally of simples. An aperient or an opiate, 
a ‘cardiac’ or a tonic, may be more commonly 
found jn tha midst ofa somewhat fantastic 
miscellany of garden herbs, It was not by 
his pharmaceutic prescriptions that he gained 
his great name. It was by daring to order 
fresh air to small-pox patients, and riding on 
horseback for consumptives, in place of the 
smothering system, and the noxious and often 
loathsome rubbish of the established schools.”

Bia Bua Diwstetot.—Last week, in company 
with Mesars. Gray, Wunderlich, Allen, and Coul- 
ter, we made a trip to Big Bug, and made a care- 
ful examination of sevoral of the mines in that 
district. The tunnol on the Enzeni¢ lode was run 
in abont 150 feet on the vein, which in no one 
piace ie lese than six feet wide. The amount of 
rock taken out of this tunnel is immense, and if 
it pays fifteen or twenty dollars to the ton, we 
consider it the biggest thing In the mountains, 
In some places, the Eugenie is over ten feet wide. 
all solid quartz and adiphurete. We next visited 
the Galena mine, and were lowered alyty feet into 
the 100-feet shaft, At the depth of sixty feet, a 
drift is run in upon the ledge a distance of about 
twenty feet, and we were more surprised than ever 
at beholding a solid, well-defined ledge of quartz 
and sulphurets six feet in thickness, with nice, 
smooth case-walls of talcose slate. We had an 
idea, derived from some source, that this ledge 
was not over two or three ivet in thickness, but 
we know better now. The sulphurets in this mine 
resemble those found in the Sterling lode, and 
small lots of them, worked in San Francisco, have 
yielded from three to four hundred dollara to the 
ton. There are three shafts upon this mine. For 
richness of its rock, evenness in width of vein, 
and perpendicularity and beauty of ense-walls, the 
Galena lode beats any other we have seen in a 
long time. We stayed over night at the mill of 
Gray & Co., and partook of the excellent tare 
spread before us by that chief of coohs, Nick La- 
coke. We could not help contrasting the manner 
in which the employes of Gray & Co. now live 
with tbe way in which we uscd;to live upon the 
same spot on which their nice lumber kitchen and 
dining-room now stand. In those days, a mess of 
beans. or a yenison steak, was tho greatest luxury 
of the table; now, meats and vegetables of ail 
kinda, eggs, pastry, and other good things, are as 
common on their table as beans uscd td be on 
our plate. Mr. Gray informed us that until he 
could find a competent mill-man to take charge of 
and run his mill, he would not again start it to 
running. He thinks he will find the man he wants 
soon. He has lost thousands of dollars through 
the Incompetency of one man, and, although we 
would like to see the mili running and work upon 
the lodes progressing, we cannot blame him for 
not working ore until he can get Mr, Kustel or 
some other competent man. Thousands of dollars 
have been run into the creck by the former Super- 
Intendent of the mine. Whon the mill starts 
amain, it will start to ran, not to experiment. 

On our way home, we passed close to the Divi- 
dend mine,wnd found Jobn A. Rush assorting and 
hauling rock.to the mill. It will not be long be- 
fore a clean-up will bo made, and all connected 
Ms it are strong in the Auth that the Dividend 
will pay.

It is from 
J, W. Beebe, a gentleman who followed the 
officials to Tucson, and who, of course, paints 
a bright and fanciful picture of his new love., 
The whole gist of the letter is to the effect 
that there are more American inhabitants in 
Tucson than in Prescott, and more money aud 
more enterprise. Well, there may be more 
Americans in Fucson than here, counting sol- 
diers, army contractors, etc.; but it must be 
borne in mind that Prescott is not the only 
town or settlement in Yavapai county. There 
are several other towns which contain nearly 
as large a population as Prescott, and scores 
of mining and agricultural settlements, each 
one of which contains from eight to fifty in- 
habitants. As to enterprise, we would merely 
remark that, as a general thing, the people of 
Mexican towns have more energy than those 
of American towns—in a horn.. About money 
matters in Tucson we know nothing, and as 
Mr. Beebe and the editor of the Arizontan 
do not agree in their statements of the mone- 
tary afluirs of their burg, it is impossible for 
ys to know which of them reports correctly. 
For instance, Mr. Beebe says thore is plenty 
of money in Tucson, while the Arizonian 
says : 

“The presence of the Paymaster has not 
seemed to make any perceptible difference in 
the financial atfairs, and a great scarcity of 
currency is the almost universal cry. There 
is a greater scarcity of currency bills of the 
denominations ones and twos than‘ of larger 
denominations, also a great scarcity of frac- 
tional currency.” 


ARIZONA is a remarkable Territory, It has 
a traditional and historic prestige, aboriginal 
and Spanish. The early missionaries of Spain 
traveled into it from Mexico, and in its mesas 
and valleys found evidences of a bygone civi- 
lization and a departed people, such as the 
ethnologists have loved to speculate about. 
Those adventurous priests and their compa- 
nions left traces of their own presence in 
adobe ruins and broken canals. Such facts 
would have vouched for the fertility of the 
soil of Arizona, if our pioneers had not suffi- 
ciently discovered it for themselves. The 
Territory has as much arable land as New 
York, and is three times as large as our Em- 
pire State. It produces cotton and corn 
abundantly, and all the vegetables we are ac- 
customed to, its latitude being about that of 
Virginia. It is divided into four huge coun- 
ties: Pima, (three times as large as New Jer- 
sey,) Yuma, Mohave, and Yavapai, and the 
old Mexico-Spanish town of Tucson is the 
capital. It has gold mines which machinery 
will make productive, and possesses altogether 
the noblest outlines, rudiments, features, and 
Stamina of a sovereign State of the first 
order. 


We find the above in the New York Times, 
the ablest and staunchest conservative paper 
in the Union. With the single exception 
of giving Pima county the first place in size, 
the account of: Arizona is true and correct 
Yavapai county is the largest county in the 
Territory. We suppose the editor takes it 
for granted that Pah-Ute county is now in 
Nevada, 


From La Paz.-—A private letter dated the 
Tth inst., has been received by a gentleman 
of this place, from a friend at La Paz, which 
states that report was current in La Paz, on 
the 7th, that the Apache-Mohave Indians had 
all left the reservation, and started for the 
mountains, taking with them about fifty 
head of Government cattle. The letter states 
that the Superintendent immediately sent a 
party after them. This news was not writ- 
ten for fact, it was simply rumored that such 
was the fact, and the writer of the letter 
seemed to think that the news would prove 
to be false.

given them The saloons concentrate all their 
torce bebind their bars, in order to pass out the 
fluids as fast as their thirsty customers pass tuem 
down their throats. Taken asa whole, with the 
exception of our establishment and the drug 
store of Messrs. Darling & Kendall. every con- 
ceri in Prescott is enjoying “flush times” We 
hope our friende of the “druggery” will be able 
to grin and bear dull times for awhile. “ Every

Inpian DereevaTivas —Our Apache brethren 
have awaked from their winter slumbers, and 
are now crawling around. ia search of human 


blood and four-legged “critters.” They are 
~ hogging” things, as usual Recently. they stole 
every animal belonging to a poor farme: named 
Buchman, from his place. a couple of miles from 
Prescott. They also drove away a steer belong- 
ing to Mr T M Alexander. Previons to this, 
the redshins stole from Dave King, a miner on 
the Hassayampa. the only animal possessed by 
him They then weat to the Sterliug mill, during 
Bill Cole’s absence, cut the leather from off the 
bellows-boards, took ıt and everything else they 
could find that suited their fancy or their wants, 
packed them npon the horse, and put out in the 
direction of Skull Valley, as was afterwards 
learned by a party of men fiom the Chase mill, 
who pursued them. Verily, the reds are on it, 
and we must look out for them. 

A correspondent, writing upon this subject, 
anys. Within the past fifteen months, fifteen 
white men have been killed by the Indians in 
Mohave county. and about 250 head of stock 
stolen. In Yavapai county, the loss has been 
much greater—not less than forty white citizens 
have been killed duriug this time, and not less 
than G00 bead of stock and 200 tons of corn 
stolen and carried off to the mountains. So that 
the loss of life in the two countics may be footed 
up at fifty-five, and the loss of property, at pres- 
ent value, would reach nearly $200,000 Is there 
any other Territory in the United States where 
settlers would hold on with such tenacity as in 
Arizona? Our settlers know the value of the 
country, and are determined to fight it out on 
this line.”

by the contractors and the company. There is a 
plenty of rich land here, Providence sends down 
summer showers to nourish and cause crops of 
every description to grow like magic, and it is 
our own fault if we do not prepare the soil, sow 
the seed, and reap and gather good crops.

Daring the last fourteen or fifteen years, 
we have said 80 much relative to the construc- 
tion of railroads across the continent, and the 
advantages that would accrug to onr country, 
and the increase of our commercial relations 
resulting from them, with Asia and the islands 
of the Pacific, that, to say more, seems like 
repeating a tale already twice told. ‘There is, 
however, in the present fancial difficulties 
of the country, one or two aspects in which 
we can again, perhaps profitably, allude to 
these all important enterprises. The neces- 
sity fur their construction is no longer a ques- 
tion in the minds of the American pcople— 
this-has long since been accorded as a self 
evident truth,—-while the wide diffusion of 
the expected advantages to result from their 
completion has entirely dissipitated those local 
and sectional hostilities that usually attach 
to nearly all national improvements, 

In our last week’s issue we showed the re- 
| lation of Labor to Capital, and the duty of 
t the Government in relation to both—the evils 

that have beset Labor as the results of the 
War, and the necessity and means of assisting 
It to recupelate, eatend its resources, open- 
ing up new ficlds of enterprise, and creating 
new markets for its products, Toil remunera- 
ted, and Capital rendered productive,—all by 
the eunstruction of railroads to the Pacific 
Indced, the doctrine of Government aid in 
| the cunstiuctian of railroads to the Pacific, 
| through the Pesic Domas, is no longer a 
| mooted question; it has received the mndurse- 
ment of every political party since the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Buchanan, in 1856, and the 
| country would not brook a moment's delay in 
the construction of any of the three gicat 
routes, were it not for the debt—the great 
war debi—that is now hke an incubus, weigh- 
ing so heavily on the industries of the nation, 
Heavy as we may feel it, however, it will not 
do fur us to fold our arms and allow it to drag 
us to oblivion, but should rather stimulate to 
increased exertions to develop the resources 
of the country, widening our grain fields and 
deepening our mines, frem which alone and 
their products, the means to pay must come. 
Patient Labor and Honest Toil can pay the 
debt, and will rever consent that the sheht- 
est tinge of blushing shame shall mantle the 
check of our far fare, or cast 3 slur on our 
national reputation, by the omission to liqui- 
date the last null of national obhgations.

ligations, which must be tm coin, can only be

i products, which are at present not much 
' greater than they were ten yems ago ‘The 
‘reasons fur this are obvious Fost, the lack 
‘of adequate protection from the raids of un- 
| controllable savages; Second, the enormous 
cost of transportation for machinery and sup- 
(plies That the product of the mines could 
Í readily be doubled, or even quadrupled, no 
‘intelligent person will attempt to dispute, if 
the two difficulties abuse enumerated could 
be obviated We are familhar with one 
instance Where a naning company has ex- 
| pended nearly a milhon and a half of money, 
on mines, than which there are none richer 
‘or more easily worked, on the face of the 
earth, but the results to stockholders has 
l been only disappointment and loss 
ı the mines could not be profitably worked, but 
ascore of times, at least, has their stock been 
stolen, their property and machinery destroy ed 
and their employees murdered. This is an 
' experience of twelve years, anit 1s not an 
exceptional case. Will the Government pro- 
itect its citicens in their own territory, or 
mi t they abandon their property, rendered 
sacred by so many saciifices, and with the 
blood of their departed friends? We do not 
' heheve that ou Government is less humane, 
l others They have sent troops—although not 
always judieiunsly—infantry bene of but lit- 
tle service in catching mounted Indians yet 
| complaint cannot be made that troops have 
not been sent The Government has spent 
money for this purpose, but measurably in 
vain 
It is reported that it costs $2,000,000 per 
annum to support s regiment of cavalry, and 
itis claimed that every fifty miles of road 
completed m equivalent to a regiment of 
troops, and that if by the construction of any 
| one route, the services of three regiments can 
| be dispensed with, the saving to the National 
Treasury would be equivalent to the interest 
on the entire cost of the road. Here is a sub- 
stantial argument. This, however, is but one 
item; the saving in the necessary espendi- 
tures of the Government for transportation of 
mails across the continent, would also form 
no mean sum, and would go far towards not 
only paying the interest, but, in a few years, 
combined with the saving abore indicated, be 
sufficient to extinguish the principal of the 
cost of construction, All this is independent 
of the enormous saving in suppressing Indian 
wars and depredations, as was fully demon- 
strated by the experience of last summer, 
amounting to nearly enough for the construc- 
tion of any one of the routes, as well as the 
increased value imparted to the Public Do- 
main, which is necessarily changed from a 
worthless desert—a Siberia for brave, enter- 
prising and voluntary oxiles, as well as sd 
resort for escaped felons—to flourishing Ter- 
ritories and States. How shall we compute 
the value of each star added ‘to the nations 
alaay? Can they be counted in dollars n 
cents? Let thè three great railroads to t e 
Pacific be completed, and in ten years Tr 
will be ten more stars on the ‘American lag 
than now shed their glorious lustre, anzio 
the eyes of the aristocrats of the apa cl

see afford to make the roads ? Let the 
unborn States answer; let the answer te 
from the ring of the countless millions o

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precious metals that will be exhumed from 
the bowels of the earth by hardy hands and 
skiliful metallurgists, and that will flow in 
one unbroken current to the marts of East- 
ern cities. In ten years, for every hundred 
millions expended in ‘the construction of 
these roads, a thousand millions of the pre- 
cious metals will be returned,—for every 
greenback dollar, an eagle gold. Willit pay? 
Ask the re-invigorated industry of the older 
States, whose products will find mart, or 
the happy millions scattered on the “thousand 
hills” and countless valleys, under their vines 
and fig trees, 
WAYS AND MLANS— SINKING FUND. 

The national debt is already sufficiently 
large, and will be used as the foot ball of 
politicians—the bug-bear to frighten either 
party that dare lisp of its enlargement; and 
prudence in this respect is not'to be con- 
demned. The bonded debt of the nation 
should not be increased if possible to avoid 
it, which is “as easy as rolling off a log ;?— 
accomplish the desired regult,—give a gentle 
tone to prostrate industry, and increase the 
real productiveness and wealth of the coun- 
try. Let no more bonds be issued to the Pa- 
cific milroads, to be hawked about the marhet 
at 85 or 90 cents on the dollar, with their 
double security and high interest, ahnost ex- 
cluding every other class of national, state, 
and municipal security, except at enormous 
discount In Heu of the bonds, however, let 
the Government take not only the bonds 
which are by Jaw authorized to be loaned to 
the roads by the Government, but also the 
others authorized to be issued by the roads, 
and which become a first mortgagé on the 
property of the roads, at the discount at 
which they are now offered in the open mar- 


backs—the very article which the companies 
are now receiviny—instead.

Prescott. 


Our jovial friend, Major A. R. Calhoun, 
who spent some time in Prescott during the 
past winter, has contributed the following 
account of matters and things here to For- 
ney’s Philadelphia Press: 

“Yesterday I rode up the creek to Pies- 
cott, and was delighted to find a snug little 
American town, three years old, nestling 
among the hills. One adobe house, a few log 
ones, three of brick, and some fifty cozy frame 
houses were scattered along the gentle slope 
that inclines toward Uranite Creek. At first 

‘sight the houses would seem to be built irre- 
spective of any attention to streets, but a 
| close inspection shows them to be well loca- 
ted, the streets running at right angles, and 
named after Montezuma, Cortez, Coronado, 
i Whipple, Willis, and others who figure in 
| the history and exploration of this section. 
I should mention that Goodwin, the tirst, and 
MecCormich, the present Governor, have 
, Streets named after them. In one thing the 
lucaters of this town have wisely copied after 
the Mcaicans—that is in leaving a plaza ur 
open square in the centre of the town. There 
is a fine flagstaft in the centre of the plaza in 
; Prescott, fiom the top of which the remnant 
ofa flag that has escaped its halhards float, 
There are eight stores in Prescott, and more 
saloons than its three hundred inhabitants 
can well patronize; two lager-beer brewenes, 
jand a plico where an old Mexican makes 
very queer pies, with heavy crust and am- 
| lignous stuffing; two livery stables, where 
| horses are fed fur the reasonable sum of three 
| dollars per diem, and one hotel, the Prescott 
House, a long, lean-loohing building, resem- 
bling the shingled skeleton ofa double-decked 
canal boat Destrmg rooms here, we were 
mformed that “they only hoarded—had no 
beds 1m the hotel,” and our informant added 
with a twinkle in his eye, “ You can get beds 
in the hotel de Hay Mow. or Place de Cor- 
ral.” Dr. Party and myself wanted a room, 
as we remain back for ten duys to look at the 
| mines around Prescott, the wonders of which 
are sounded on every side.” 
Excepting that the Major had no difficuly 
whatever in getting a room and bed at tho 
| Prescott House, and that he ignored the fact

Eprrog Azizona Miner :—In April, 1861, 
the writer of this was doing a- flourishing 
businesa in the State of New York; tho civil 
war had broken out ‘and Government calléd 
for men to preserve the Constitution and the}: 
Union. Patriotism was at fever heat. T sold 
my business and store, prised, and partly 
equipped, a company of brave voluntecrs,— 
men and officers numbered 101, We were in 
active service for three years, and returned 
home with but twenty men out of the origi- 
nal number; the balance wero killed in bat- 
tle, or died of their wounds. The business I 
followed before enteting the army was, on 
my return home, in the hands of stay yat-home 
patriots, and my chances for competing with 
them were slim, The returned braves were 
in a» worse condition; times were dull in the 
State, and they could not get employment. 
Most of us started for Arizona, to try and 
make a respectable living, We came over- 
land vin New Mexico, After many hardships, 
we arrived here, and were overjoyed at find- 
ing it to be one of the richest counties on 
face of the glohe,—in mineral wealth, with a 
climate unsurpassed hy that of any other 
state on the continent.

Explosions generally occur when the lamp is 
firgelighted n without being filled, and also 
late in the evening when the fiuid is nearly 
exhausted. The reason of this will readily 
be seen. _In using imperfect or adulterated 
kerosene, the space above the line of oil is 
always filled with vapor, and so Jong as it i8 
warm and rising freely, no air can resch it, 
and it is safe, At bedtime, when the family 
retire, the light is extinguished; the lamp 
cools, a portion of the vapor is condensed; 
this creates a partial vacuum in space, which 
is instantly filed with’sir. The mixture is 
now more of less explosive; and when, upon 
the next evening, the lamp is relighted with- 
out replenishing with ofl, as is often done, an 
explosion is liable to take place. Late in the 
evening, when the oil is nearly consumed, 
nnd the space above filled with vapor, the 
lamp éannot explode so long as it remains at 
rest upon the table. But take it in hand, 
agitate it, carry it into a cool room, the va- 
por is cooled, air passes in, and the vepor be- 
comes explosive. We hear much eaid about 
dangerous gases being formed in lamps, but 
this is an error. The whole hazard comes 
from air nixed vapor. 


But how can we be positively assured of 


safety ın the use of kerosene? How can we 
know the character of the article offered us 
by dealers? If consumers are willing to be 
put to a little trouble, a simple experiment 
will determine the safety of the kerosene 
they purchase. Filla pint bowl two-thirds 
full of boiling water, and into it put a com- 
mon metalic thermometer. The temperature 
will run up to over 200deg. By gradually 
adding cold water, bring down the tempera- 
ture of the water to 110deg, and then pour 
into the bowl a spoonful of the kerosene, and 
apply a lighted match. If it takes fire, the 
article should be rejected as dangerous; if 
not, it may be used with a confident feeling 
of its safety.—Exchange.
